A Oestly Chief. 

Sr. Louis. September 9, 1883, 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 
The discussion of the merits and demerits of 
Mr. Sexton as Chief of the Fire Department has 
brought out a good deal of testimony from his 
friends as to his good nature, generous disposi- 


tion, love of base bail and other manly sports, ail 
which though, admirable qualities in themselves, 
are not essential to the sucecessiul supervision of 
the Fire Department. Such testimony is unealled 
for, as those who were opposed to hum will admit 
that he is a “right-hearted” though a “wrong- 
headed” man, and, therefore, an eulogy of his 
moral qualities simply begs the question. 

The question at issue is, whether the taxes fey- 
led to support an efficient Fire Department shall 
be expended so as to produce the best protection 
to property, or whether the money shall be fooled 
away in providing a warm place for an 
incompetent man? Those who pay the 
taxes think they are paying too 
much to keep Mr. Sexton in his present position, 
His salary of $3,000 per annum is a mere bagatelle 
to the amount he costg the community by the in- 
crease in insurance rates (some 25 to 50 per cent), 
brought about through his inefficient administra- 
tion. An efficient chief at double the money would 
be cheaper to insurers, If the losses by fire in St. 
Louis amount to over a miihon dollars per annum, 
and a fourth of this loss and increased insurance 
rates can be attributed to an Inefficient Fire De- 
partment (for which the chief is responsible) it is 
plain to see how costly Mr. Sexton’s moral quali- 
ties and his lack of discipline and brains are to 
the community. His retention in office is a ques- 
tion upon which insurers and insured should be 
heard, and sentiment should have no weight in 
the discussion. E.
